Proposition 15 


The Nuclear Safeguards Initiative 


The California’ Nuclear 
Safeguards Initiative, Proposition 15, will go to the people of 
California this June 8 for a vote. The people of this state will 
then decide if certain criteria are to be met before we 
continue the development of nuclear power for electricity. 


Funds generated by this and 
other benefit concerts will go to Californians for Nuclear 
Safeguards in support of a media campaign to help with the 
passage of Proposition 15. 


| Simpy, a majority “yes” vote on 
the proposition will mean that the people of this state have 
enacted their own law. And that means the California State 
Legislature would have to approve, by a two-thirds majority 
vote, the safety of the delivery of fissionable materials, plant 
siting and operation, and the storage of nuclear wastes. The 
energy companies would also have to be fully liable for 
damages in cases of nuclear accident. 


We need Proposition 15. Its 
obvious from the reports and dispatches nationally that the 
government and the industry together cannot or will not 
provide adequate safety and operational standards for the 
handling of radioactive materials. The people of California, by 
sheer voter power, can do something. 


Here are afew recent examples 
of incompetency and inadequacy found in the operation of 
nuclear power plants: 


Th nuclear power plant operated by Florida 
Power & Light Co., some 25 miles south of Miami, continues to pour 90 gallons of highly 
radioactive waste into Biscayne Bay hourly. Officials say the leaking radioactive water is 
“undesirable .. .but presents no safety hazard ...’’ Attempts to stop the leaks have failed 
because the intense radioactivity is too dangerous for humans to work near. Reportedly, the 
leaks have existed for more than two years. 


Li. 913,000 Kilowatt Rancho Seco nuclear 
power plant near Sacramento is a classic example of the difficulties and soaring costs of 
nuclear energy. Fired up in October, 1974, it has been shut down more often than it has been 
actually in operation. This is due to operator errors, equipment failures and faulty component 
parts. Operator error burned out 69 control rod motors in 1975. Their replacement cost: 
$690,000. Damaged turbine motors and an insulator break caused an eight month 
shutdown in 1975; the price tag was $ 10 million in replacement equipment, lost income and 
imported power. Last year it was discovered that the plant’s carbon-steel tubing had 
corroded dangerously and must now be replaced with stainless steel. The bill? $2.4 million. 
These factors, coupled with a $325,000 per year contaminated water leak, are why SMUD 
recently raised local utility rates 15%! Sacramentans are subsidizing SMUD’s nuclear white 
elephant. 


Ai nuclear reactor at Hanford Atomic Reserva- 
tion 30 miles southeast of Fresno has been ordered shut down for two weeks now. It was 
ordered closed when a majority of reactor operators failed to pass a plant operations test. 
Under terms of the contract between United Nuclear Industries, which operates the reactor, 
and the Federal Energy Research and Development Administration, operators must be 
tested periodically. 


i Atlantic Richfield Co. (ARCO), which 
presided over the loss of 500,000 gallons of radioactive waste at the Hanford, Washington 
facility, withdrew from competition for management of the waste facility. The contract for 
1976 was worth $81 million. Some of the radioactive waste has been detected in the 
Columbia River. People who drink milk and eat beef from cattle raised by the Columbia River 
water now get 36,000 picocuries — that’s more radiation than some of the workers in atomic 
plants absorb. 


Na Engineering Co., a Kentucky based 
private company operating five of the six nuclear waste storage facilities in the country, 
recently had its license suspended by the Nuclear Regulatory Commission. There have been 
numerous leaks and thefts from the facilities. 


A U.S. Forest Service Geologist, researching 
independently, recently submitted a report to the Federal Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
claiming PG&E’s Humboldt nuclear power plant has been operating on top of an active 
earthquake fault for over twelve years now. Thomas Collins says “...The evidence is 
overwhelming . . .To have built a plant here is just incredible. Many of the faults in the area are 
clearly visible. Any field geologist could pick them out.” 


LINDA RONSTADT 


ee Ronstadt was born in 
the late forties in Tucson, Arizona. She grew up in an 
adobe house. She was raised with the desert, the Catalina 
Mountains, horses and music. She has known she 
wanted to be a singer since she was three. During the 
heralded folkie days, Linda sang with her older brother 
and sister in a family band called the Ronstadt Family. 
Then the Stone Ponies were formed. Ken Edwards, who 
was with that group is still with Linda. In the mid-sixties, 
Linda and the Ponies came to Los Angeles. At a hoot in 
the Troubador, Linda began the career that would take 
her to the top of her profession. She is simply a great 
singer. Linda has been able to cross over in rock and roll 
as well as country. Her songs have been at the top of 
both charts at the same time. When you grow up in 
Tucson, you hear a lot of country music, and Linda 
handles it well. Linda has always been a great fan of 
Martha Reeves and Mavis Staples. She handles rock and 
roll with power and sensitivity. (Rock and Roll is, after all, 
the offspring of country, and rhythm and blues.) A new 
album is in progress now, and it should be released in 
June. Linda is not touring at the present, but she decided 
to take some of her recording space to help proposition 
15. She has been very gracious with her time and energy, 
but then you would expect that of someone who loves 
pigs and rabbits. Helping Linda today are: Andrew Gold 
(guitar), Kenny Edwards (bass), Dan Dugmore (pedal 
steel), Mike Botts (drums), Brock Walsh (piano). 
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This benefit concert marks 
the mainland United States debut of Joe Walsh as an 
Eagle. In January Joe joined Glenn Frey, Don Felder, Don 
Henley, and Randy Meisner, and thus became part of 
perhaps the biggest country rock group to ever pick and 
sing a love song. The Eagles’ hits read like a “What's Been 
Happening The Past Four Years” report: “Take It Easy,” 
“Witchy Woman,” “Peaceful Easy Feelin’,” “Tequila Sun- 
rise,’ “The Best Of My Love,” “Midnight Flyer,” “Already 
Gone,” and, of course, the big ones from One Of These 
Nights —‘‘Lyin’ Eyes,” “Take It To The Limit,” and the title 
track. They started in 1972. Glenn Frey (guitar, piano, 
vocals) and Don Henley (drums, vocals) had both played 
in Linda Ronstadt’s band. Together with Randy Meisner 
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(bass & vocals), who left Rick Nelson’s Stone Canyon 
Band, and Don Felder (vocals, guitar and slide guitar), 
Glenn and Don began cranking out beautiful, delicate 
tunes. Tunes that spoke of Southern California and the 
worlds within worlds of music and people making music. 
Their intrinsic talent in transcribing country into rock and 
rock into country has blown more people away than 
leaves across all the autumn streets of the Earth. Now it’s 
Joe Walsh, too, and with the extremely competent 
leadership of manager Irving Azoff—and the technical 
genius of Tommy Nixon and Richard Fernandez (among 
others)—the Eagles are solid and ready for more. 
Needless to say, millions of people who love music are 
ready, too.
